3, The IAC has concurred in the proposal to release national 
intelligence documents as recommended in TAC-D-45/1 except that 
A-2 aid not concur in the release of Appendix B to NIE-33 and it, 
therefore, will not be transmitted with NIE-33. Any agency may 
request the Secretary to place the question of non-dissemination 
of this appendix on the IAC agenda for reconsideration.

5, Additional copies of a national intelligence document re- 
quired by an executive agent should be secured from the agency respon- 
sible for the original reproduction and dissemination.
